The actors in the odyssey 
were three honosexuals, with 
four reporters and a photogra~ 
pher as supporting players. 
The threo men were determined 
to force the State Liquor Aus 
thority to clarify its regula 
tions concerning the serving 
of honosexuals in places of 
public accomodation. Meny 
bars that have served honosex~ 
uals have been teaporarily 
closed by the authorities, and 
some have even lost their 1i- 
censes. 

Historic Role 

The place of rendezvous on 
the day of challenge, April 
21, was the Ukrainian-Ancrican 
Village Bar, St. Mark's Place. 
The advance guard of reporters 
peered through the windows of 
the somewhat tatty place un- 
able to discern why this bar 
had been chosen for a role in 
history.

My college roonmate keeps 
bringing up the subject of ho- 
nosecuality. At first T 
thought he was trying to 
cruise me, but I am sure he is 
straight.’ Do you think he 
suspects I am gay? 


Fron the little information 
you supply about the nature of 
your roonmate's comments, it 
is difficult to respond with 
any degree of certainty, 

Since you thought at one 
time that he was trying to 
gruise you, it would seem that 
the things he has been saying 
about homosexuals are not un- 
Kind. If our assumption is 
true here, it might follow 
that he does suspect you are 
gay, and is attenpting to tell 
you several things. 

In addition to his effort to 
inform you of his suspicions, 
it would seem that he is at- 
tempting to show you that his 
attitude towards your honosex- 
uality is non-judgemental and 
he wants you to feel free, if 
you so desire, to discuss the 
matter with hin. 

Often heterosexuals provide 
this kind of discussion open- 
ing and homosexuals are sone~ 
times reluctant to take advan- 
tage of the situation for fear 
that they will lose face. Al- 
though we would advise caution 
in deciding whon to tell and 
whon not to tell, there is no 
question but that nany hetero- 
sexuals would be glad to have 
this information and think 
nore of you for being honest . 


Is there any information a 
vailable about average penis 
size? 


Yes. The erect male penis 
can range in length from just 
a little under four inches to 
over eight inches. Diameter 
varies from less than an inch 
to over tvo inches. Fron 2 
statistical point of view, the 
"average" penis would be six 
inches in length and about one 
and two-fifths inches in dian- 
eter. 

In the non-erect or flaccid 
state, the penis can vary very 
widely in size, but these var 


jations tend to even out at 
erection. 
It is not true that large 


persons tend to have large sex 
organs while small persons 
tend to have stall organs as 
the penis, of all the body's 
parts, seens to vary least 
fron individual to individual. 
Despite variations in size and 
build, most men approach the 
average size in sex organs. 
Penis size, like other organ 
sites, is determined by hered- 


ity. ‘After maturity, nothing 
can be done to alter penis 


The question of whether sone 
races have larger organs than 
others is unresolved as no 
figures have been collected 
for the different ruccs. Sone 
authorities think that Negroes 
tend to have somewhat larger 
penises whon flaccid, but that 
when erect, this difference 
disappears.

‘The attempt, albeit ineffec~ 
tive, at systenatic exclusion 

from the Federal Civil Service* 
‘of those engaging in private, 
consensual honosexual acts 
With adults is not only inmor— 
al in its own right, but in- 
moral because Government ex— 
ployment practices set the 
tone for private employment 
practices and behavioral atti~ 
tudes. Maintenance of an an- 
ti-homosexual posture within 
the Federal governnent most 
probably acts to maintain such 
prejudices anong private citi- 
zens. 

In response to this posture, 
one of the primary goals of 
the honophile movement has 
been a change in the policies 
of the U.S. Civil Service 
Commission. 

On August 28, 1962,the move- 
ment's Mattachine Society of 
Washington first wrote John W. 
Macy, Jr., Chairman of the U- 
nited States Civil Service 
Commission, asking for a meet- 
ing to discuss Commission pol- 
icy. 

Mr. Macy declined. 

Democratic Obligation 

Requests for meetings, sone 
noting the obligation upon the 
part of a democratic govern- 
ment to give a hearing to 
‘those seeking redress of griev- 
ances, continued through 1963 
and 1964, In April, 1965, MSW 
again wrote Macy, pointing out 
Sipe! eelagent ae 
vided inte three general areas 
consisting of the military, 
Civil Service, and ceowity. 
The Federal government's post~ 
tion te that honccezuals, por 
se, are wiacceptable on all 
whee Levele. Thio article 
deals only with non- security, 
non- military Civil Service 
emplognent, though the move- 
ment takes comparable etands 
‘in the other two areas. 


that significant attitudinal 
changes on the subject of ho- 
mosexuality had occured since 


1962, and again requested a 
meeting . 
Macy replied that the Con- 


mission had recently reviewed 
its policies on the question, 
decided to leave them unchan- 
ged, and say no useful purpose 
in a meeting. 

MSN replied that, to its 
knowledge, no homosexual citi- 
zen had been consulted during 
the course of the delibera- 
tions and again asked for s 
meeting with the Commission. 

The letter went unanswered. 

It was decided to picket the 
Civil Service Building. 

Advance Notice 

Two weeks before the demon- 
stration, the Commission was 
given advance notice that the 
Picket was scheduled, and MSW 
again offered to negotiate. 

One week before the picket, 
and 72 hours before any public 
announcement, copies of the 
press release describing the 
picket were sent to the Con- 
mission. The USCSC was infor~ 
med that the picket could be 
called off, right up to its 
starting time, if the reques- 
ted meeting were scheduled. 

This tite Macy did reply 
He refused to confer. 

Washington's Civil Service 
Building was picketed on June 
26, 1965 

On August 28-- three years 
to the day after the first 
letter of request was sent-- 
the Society received a letter 
fron the Conmission agreeing 
to a meeting. 

The long- demanded meeting 
was eventually held on Sept. 8, 
1965 in the USCSC Building 
with three men and two women 
Tepresenting the movenent and 
‘the Commission's Counsel and 
its director of the Bureau of 


Personnel Investigation repre~ 


senting the governnent 

Te was not spectacular. The 
ground covered was largely 
fanilior to both sides. [t 
vas, however, at least a ten- 
tative step tovard closing the 
gap between reality and moral- 
ity - and the employment poli- 
cies of the United States Civ- 
il Service Commission. 

It vas also the first time 
that representatives of the 
Civil Service Conmission en- 
gaged in a formal discussion 
of its policies with the hono- 
semual citizen. 

At the end of the 90- minute 
conference, the  representa~ 
tives of the Soctety vere as~ 
ked to present to the Counis— 
sioners a formal statement of 
their position, with any sup- 
plimentary background which 
was felt appropriate, Assur- 
ances were given that the Con- 
missioners, personally, would 
read the material presented. 

HSW Policy Statement 

ver the following three 
months, a 17-page mimeographed 
statenent was prepared. This 
set out the Commission's for- 
mal position, as it vas then 
understood. “The movement's. 
argument that private, consen- 
sual, out- of- working~ hours 
Sexual acts on the part of a~ 
dults are not the proper con- 
cern of the Civil Service Com- 
nission and that cligibility 
for employment should only be 
a matter of relevant back- 
ground, training, competence, 
and on- the- job conduct was 
fully detailed 

MSN held thet matters of 
morality, and immorality, per 
se, are not the proper concern 
of the Government and are not 
HE the Camrission's request, 
neve of the meeting vas kept 
confidential util Macy's ans— 
wer uae prepared for release.

There is aore to morality 
than the sexual, wrote the So- 
ciety, and denial of equal en 
ployment opportunity on ir- 
relevant grounds is a far nore 
important and fundanental_in- 
morality than those the Con- 
nission alleged. 

The docunent closed with the 
recommendation that the Com- 
nission's policy be changed, or 
short of that, thet an active 
program of continuing, nean- 
ingful, constructive discus- 
sions be initiated between the 
Society and the Commission 

The Reply 

On February 25, 1966, a four 
page reply, signed by Mecy, 
was received. It, expectedly, 
was negative. But some of its 
points ware, unexpectedly, pe— 
cular. 

First, homosexuals and homo- 
sexual preferences were decla- 
ted not to exist and such 
classifications were deened 
"spurious" 

Second, Macy's definition of 
‘privatet in his "categorie!"

SER, PORNOGRAPHY AND JUSTICE, 
Albert 8. Gerber, Lyle Stewart 
New York, 1966, $19.00 


Lawyers, literati, and lech~ 
ers will find this book use~ 
ful, entertaining, and mildly 
stimulating ~ respectively 

Mr. Gerber, a Philadelphia 
lawyer, traces the origin and 
development of the legal con~ 
cept of obscenity in England 
and America, beginning with 
the famous ‘London defenstra~ 
tion of the chanber-pot, and 
ending just before the Ginz- 
burg decision. 

The book contains @ handy 
sunmary of U. S. Supreme Court 
opinions in the obscenity 
field. The law of obscenity, 
Mr. Gerber concludes, is hope- 
lessly confused and illogical. 
His hope that the Suprene 
Court may soon bring order out 
of chaos (to use Mr. Gerber's 
own cliche) wes rudely deshed 
within a few weeks of publica- 
tion by the disastrous Ginz~ 
burg decision. 

Mr. Gerber, like the rest of 
vs, finds it easier to point 
out the absurdity of the pres~ 
ent law than to produce any 
satisfactory solution of his 

The book's discussion of the 
jaw and theory of obscenity is 
leavened by frequent and ex- 


tensive excerpts of famous 
Literary works that have run 
afoul of the law, along with 


reproductions of "some pretty 
bizarre photographs. Two pic= 
tures of statues will be of 
particular interest to scrap- 
iron fetishists.

new-found success. Surely, 
Barr was entitled to at least

Fied homosexuals as unrealis-

TAT REFORT 

Los Angeles: The UCLA Lax 
Review, edited by law school 
students ranking in the top 
10% academically in the UCLA 
Jaw school, published a spec- 
ial 189-page article which, 


more inportant than its con- 


clusions, analyses 493 arrests 
‘on sodomy charges that occur- 
red in Los Angeles over the 
three year 1062-64 period. 

The study showed that 345 of 
the defendants had no prior 
convictions for any crime; 21 
(43) were with boys less than 
20; 274 (56%) occurred in pub- 
Lic restrooms; 1¢8 (228) in 
vehicles; 459 (926) were con- 
victed solely on the testimony 
of the arresting officer; 480 
(97%) waived their right to a 
jury trial; and 327 (67%) 
pleaded not guilty 

The Review recommended: pub- 
lic homosexual acts should be 
treated as nisdeseanors and 
statutes attempting to pro- 
scribe such acts in private 
should be repealed; convict- 
tions for adult, consensual 
homosexual acts should be de- 
leted as offences requiring 
registration under criminal 
registration acts; fines and 
probation, rather than inpris- 
onment, should be utilized in 
disposition of ost adult, 
consensual homosexual offen- 
ders; and the use of decoys 
and ‘uncorroborated testimony 
of police officers should be 
eliminated.

Washington: Jail officiels 
have admitted that rampant ho- 
mosexuality exists in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia jail and a 
letter complaining of the sit- 
uation reached a Presidential 
assistant. 

‘The letter, fron an inmate, 
said, in part: “Any white man 
entering this institution (es- 
pecially a young man who has 
the misfortune of being half- 
way decent looking) who is not 
well versed in the art of fis- 
ticuffs or is not large enough 
to deter thoughts of violence 
against hin, will more than 
Likely be approached by 2 (Ne- 
70) and asked to partake ina 
homosexual act." 

In reply, the President's 
office wrote: "In this depart- 
ment we have many more inci- 
dents of honosexuality between 
prisoners of the same race 
than between members of dif- 
ferent races." 


ORLAROMA CITY 
Mrs. Marie LeDoux, head of a 
non-profit phonetics reading 
system called "Play 'n' Tell” 
told that one of the causes of 
homosexuality is poor reading 
habits. 


OBSCENTTY 

Washington: In the view of 
law experts, the recent ob- 
scenity decisions of the Su- 
prene Court reverse Manual v. 
Day which held that materiel 
directed to homosexuals could 
not’ be deened obscene because 
it would not appeal to the 
prurient interests of the com- 
on man. 


Said one: "Actually, if you 
accept the concept of legal 
obscenity, the court acted 
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properly in Mishkin. why 
should homosexuals and other 
so-called deviates be technic- 
ally permitted to have hard- 
core pornography when hetero- 
sexuals are prohibited?" 

Nationally, the effect of 
the Ginsburg, Mtehkin and Fan— 
my Hill decisions has been 
virtually nil, Few Prosecu- 
tions have been originated and 
at least one judge (in Astor~ 
ia, Ore.) dismissed one case 
against @ nudist magazine fea— 
turing unretouched male and 
female nudes because, in his 
opinion, the beok did not vio~ 
late the new interpretations. 

One possible cause for the 
absence of wholesale prosecu= 
tions, @ Phila. obscenity law- 
yer commented, was the total 
confusion surrounding the 
neaning of the decisions. 

"In my opinion," conmented 
Clark P. Polak, "they were so 
much Gouble talk." 

Polak also stated that he 
had directed JSA lawyers to 
withdraw the case involving 
the importation of Male ModeZs 
(Drum, April) until such time 
as the issues became clearer. 


Baltimore: Shipments of alt 
male nudist magazines destined 
for Guild Press and other ho- 
nosexual literature importers 
uere declared checone in Mary- 
land Federal District Court. 

The nagazines, Kellenic Sim 
were deooribed by the Judge ao 
"vanish magazines featuring 
full page color photographs of 
male nudes with thetr genitals 
flagrently displayed." 

Other observers termed the 
issue “innocuous” ard no dif- 
ferent from many other similar 
publications tn free cireula- 
tion.

(oontinued from page 17) the- 
less, after Life featured an 
article on homosexuality, its 
editors received letters from 
"nauseated" readers who said 
the editors should have access 
to enough good stories not to 
have to write about topics 
which other folk never discuss 


in polite society. One house- 
wife wrote: "Your report on 
homosexuality was not appro- 


priate for a fanily magazine. 

In State College, eight 
merchants on College Avenue 
refused to place Op Op posters 
in their windows because of 
the announced topic which, in 
Victorian terns, is that which 
‘dares not to speak its name." 

But homosexuality Ze speak- 
ing its name - - more boldly, 
more intelligently than ever 
before and if this is a sign 
of a revolution, it's a revol- 
ution which, in the tems of 
Wendel] Philips' distinction, 
has not been "made," rather it 
has "come." 

Dr. Wardell Pomeroy, an ex- 
Kinsey associate, states: "A 
man can be @ homosexual and 
not be emotionally disturbed. 
1 know many happy homosexuals 
who are living well -adjusted, 
socially productive lives. By 
any other criteria, they are 
nomal." A Swedish’ psychia~ 
trist, Lars Ullerstan, goes e- 
ven further. Dr. Ullerstam 
believes that homosexuals 
have 2 right’ to fulfiliment 
and therefore even denands 
that government agencies ar- 
range sexual contacts for ho- 
mosexuals, advertising colunns 
in the newspapers, and the ad~ 
vancenent of "erotic conpas~ 
sion as an ethical value.” 


The official positions of 
all three major religious 
faiths in America proscribe 
homosexual behavior because it 
is considered sinful. Biblical 
texts are used to support this 


view. However, because of 
Biblical scholarship, sone 
clergymen take a different 


View and have helped esta- 
blish Councils of Religion and 
the Homosexual in San Francis~ 
co, Washington, Hartford, and 
Toronto. The purpose of these 
offices is not to condemn the 
homosexual or Ris homosexual 
behavior, but to encourage 
appropriate adjustment, re- 
sponsibility, and understand- 
ing. The positions of these 
councils is summed up ina 
Quaker statement: "An act 
which expresses true affection 
between two individuals and 
gives pleasure to then both 
does not seen to us to be sin~ 
ful by reason alone of the 
fact that it is homosexual." 
To. begin our discussion to- 
night, I would like to ask Dr. 
Weahl' if she would fi11 us in 
on the family's role in cre- 
ating the honosexual condition 
Meahl: There's considerable 
research data which indicates 
that the homosexual's home 
life is characterized by @ 
mother who is close binding, 
intimate, denasculinizing, and 
seductive. Her possessive, 
dominating and over-protective 
behavior towards the child set 
her apart from nothers of het- 
erosexuals. She often tries 
to align the father against 
the son, sometines openly pre- 
ferring the son to the father. 
Th sole of the studies there 
is indication that the father 
is openly hostile to the son. 
Looking at the tesearch na- 
terial, I think there is an 
indication that the cause of 
homosexuality is related to 


the notional conditioning in 
the home and the relationship 
of the mother to the father as 
well as between the parents 
and the son. 

Blair: Would you say that 
this, then, Is the primary 
cause of homosexuality so 
far as you are concerned? 

MeahT: I hesitate to say 
"cause", I'd rather talk a- 
bout this in tems of rela- 
tionships between the situa~ 
tion in the hone and the con- 
dition in terms of relation- 
ships 

Blair: Yes, Mr. Polak? 

Polak: Dr, Meahl, 
causes heterosexuality? 

Meahl: I think we have ba~ 
sic drives which certainly cul- 
tural conditioning effect. 
For exanple, we have the need 
for food and’we begin to learn 
in infancy when to cat, what 
to eat, et cetera. Perhaps 
there are other reasons, too. 

Polak: If we agree that ho- 
nosexuality and heterosexual - 
ity are learned behavior, I 
think it would be fair to say 
that you have not answered ny 
question, which was: "What 
causes heterosexuality?" 

Blair: T think attorney 
Berger has sonething he wanted 


what 


to say. 
Berger: Even assuming the 
premise that they are both 


learned behavior, Dr. Meahl 
Suggests that homosexuals come 
from a sick home environment. 
Presumably, the opposite is 
true and ‘heterosexuals come 


fron a healthy home environ- 
nent. 

Polak: If it is true that 
homosexuals come from a sick 


home environment, then ve 
could presume your additional 
corollary to be true. But I 
do mot feel that we have yet 
established, at least not to 
ny satisfaction, that hono- 


sexuals cone from a sick home 
environment. 

Lee: There is another dimen- 
sion here that we have to keop 
in mind. Biologically the 
species reproduces itself and 
the established pattern of 
heterosexuality is probably 
preferred, at least on an in~ 
Cidence basis. I use the word 
"preferred" in an effort to 
arrive at a tem that is not 
morally loaded. but procrea~ 
tion is part of social neces~ 
sity vhich, I think, nakes 
heterosexuality the one sexual 
orientation that should be en- 
coureged.. 

Blair: Apart from reproduc- 
tion and social acceptability, 
it sens to me you could say 
‘the same thing about homosexu- 
ality. 

Lee It is not just social 
acceptability, it is the whole

Walmer: As children develop 
honosexuality is a very aver~ 
age an expected part of thee 
development. 1 don't know why 
honosexuality continues on in~ 
to adult Life, but the majori— 
ty of people move onto an area 
where their sexual gretifice— 
tion cones predominately from 
the opposite sex. For certain 
individuals, their gratifiea- 
tion’ cones’ from those of the 
same sex. 1 don't. think we 
have ever come up with the 
conbinetion 

Polak: From your explana- 
tion of the growing process 
and your view tonards it, you 
seen to indicate that the ac- 
tual couses of homosexuality 
are unknown. 


Walmer: We do not know what 
causes homosexuality. 


Polak: Does Dr. Meah1? 

Meanl: Absolutely not. 

Polak: I'm sorry, I thought 
that some of your previous 
comments were addressed to 
that point. 

Blair: Mr. Polak, why did 
you ask the cause of hetero- 


Sexuality earlier 

Polak: We always assume 
that homosexuality is a dis 
tinct entity which is sonehow 
"caused" and we often hear ex- 
planations of this "couse", 
‘though we seldon hear my ques— 
tion esked, If, indeed, homo~ 
sexuality ‘te heaused,'' then, 
correspondingly, so is hetero- 
sexuality. The’ tho must be 
considered as a whole for any 
meaningful information to be 
discovered. The field of sex- 
ual conditioning is being giv- 
en more attention ty sclen- 
tists than it was in the past, 
bur we must be careful to a~ 
Void generalizations. 

Berger: It seems to me that 
Mr. Polak has been let off a 
Little too easily. Dr. Walmer 
says the only people he sees 
are sick people and therefore 
the only homosexuals he sees 
are sick homosexuals. He re- 
frained fron commenting about 
‘the homosexuals he hasn't seen 
and I don't think he has said 
anything one vay or the other 
about vhether or not they nay 
or may not be sick. Here you 
have a bunch of people who 
have placed thenselves 

Polak: 1 think we can prop- 
erly object to the term "have 
placed thenselves." 

Berger: Who are outside the 
pale of society and renaining 
in this position seens to ne 
Like mesochisn of the worst 
possible order. 

Polak: How masochism when 
the honosexual experience is a 


pleasurable one? 

Berger: Are you saying that 
they have either made a ra- 
tional choice and prefer the 
fun of being homosexual to 
Other things or are you saying 
they were born this way, per~ 
dod, that's the end of it? 

Polak: I am saying neither 
No. sexual orientation is the 
result of a rational choice 
In Dr. Paul Gebhard's* words, 
the causes of all sexual or. 
entations, whether they be ho- 
nosexual, heterosexual, bisex- 
val or ‘fetishistic appear to 
be “accidental.” And we have 
very little information on the 
nature of these accidents. The 
behaviorists tell us that peer 
group relationships- of little 
Johnny to little Jimny and Jan~ 
ie - have a great deal more to 
do with the accident of sexual 
orientation than we previously 
thought. Parental relation- 
ships, though significant, ap- 
pear to have less to do with 
the formation of sexual orien~ 
tations than earlier theorists 
believed. 

It is generally accepted 
that we gre born, in Freud's 
tern, polynorphus perverse, or 
to use a more nodern idion, ve 
are born sexually neuttal, 
which is the innate capacity 
to Tespond to any sufficient 
stinulus. To put it another 
way, and this is not an exact 
usage of terms, we are born 
bi-sexual. 

T will agree that it is not 
an answer to the questio 
“What causes homosexuality 
and/or heterosexuality," to 
say that we are simply condi- 
tioned that way. The condi- 
tioning processes, however, 
are so elusive and complex 
that _that is the best we can

do, with any hope of being 
Supported by science at this 

All else is, in the 
of a recent research 
project, so much “armchair 
theorizing." 

Blair: What criteria vould 
you use to evaluate sexual or- 
jentations? 

Polak: The relevant evalu 
ting criteria, it would seen 
to us, are concerned with the 
individual's harm to hinself 
or others, the acts' privacy, 
and whether or not force in 
any of its variations is used. 
Biologically, there seens no 
reason to class any sexual act 
or orientation “unnatural 
Extending this reasoning fur- 


ther, when we examined sexual 
acts by most criteria other 
than that of traditional Jud- 


eo-Christian norality, we were 
unable to find adequate justi- 
fication for finding any of 
the private acts of consenting 
adults as improper, harnful or 
doneaning. We also were una- 
ble to find any rationale for 
the laes against then. 

Blair: Attorney Berger, as 
an officer in the Anerican Ci- 
vil Liberties Union, can you 
comment on that organization's 
stand towards homosexuality? 

Berger: The ACLU is cur- 
rently going through the sane 
kind of soul-searching that 
many other thinking Ancricans 
are experiencing. The old 
policy- that honosexuality and 
homosexual conduct is not a 
civil liberties issue seons 
to be all but discarded. The 
due process comnittee of the 
national policy making office 
in New York City seens to be 
developing the positions thet 
private homosexual acts are 
protected by the Constitution's 
privacy provisions; that hono~ 
sexual conduct per se should 
not be a bar to Federal ea- 
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ployment. The mitional board 
has not gone so far as the af- 
filiate in Washington, D.C. 


which has reconmended that ho- 
mosoxuals per 22 should not be 


denied security clearances 
but all indications are that 
a firm stance, much in the 
line that tonight's discussion 
has taken, is in the offing. 
Balir: ‘Mr. Polak, what is 
the general purpose of the ho- 


mophile movement? 
Polak: It is, in a nutshell, 
to improve the social and le 
gal status of homosexuals. We 
are concerned not only with 
the apparent injustices of the 
lax, but also the less-easily— 
definable hardship imposed by 
second-class citizenship 
Blair: What are some of the 
being done as 2 nove- 


Almost all of the 14 
or so individual organizations 
maintain legal and medical re- 
ferral services for homosexu- 
als with problens, in addition 
to rosters of Clergymen for 
religious guidance. Ne are in- 
volved in several court cases, 
concerning gey bars, Ne are 
supporting an action in New 
Jersey and New York Mattachine 
is working in New York City to 
help secure the honosexual's 
Tight to congregate peacably 
in bars and other places of 
amusenent, free of official 
harassment . 

Blair: Before turning the 
questioning over to the audi- 
ence, I yould like to ask: How 
would you define what might be 
called the homosexual problen? 

Polak: It is not so much 
that there are homosexuals as 
it is that there ere those op- 
posed to then. If xe could e- 
liminate the external preju- 
dice based upon lack of infor— 
mation about homosexuals, most 
of the problen vould diseppear 


Overall, however, the pri- 
mary problems facing the hono- 
sexual are the sane as those 
facing the heterosexual: a gen- 
eral anti-soxual culture and 
climate. Feeling relatively 
uncertain about the nazure of 
heterosexuality and their oun 
identity as heterosexuals, 
many "straight" individuals 
find it difficult to allow for 
the homosexual 's apparent non~ 


conformist behavior. All sex 
uality is regarded as taboo 
and the homosexual is seen as 


a threat to the social order 
fixst by violating the anti~ 
Sex taboo and, second, by so 
doing in an apparently non- 
conformist manner. 

The honesexual's defensive 
posture combined with his so- 
cictally produced — negative 
Feelings about his honosexual- 
ity also aids in maintaining 
anti -homosexuality 

Anti ~ homosexual feelings 
are also supported by the dou- 


ble barrel of homosexual in- 
visibility: on the one hand, 
general Society only sees the 


individuals whose behavior is 
aost likely to offend then, 
while 858 of the honosexuai 
population- that segment which 
sould form 2 balance~ main- 
tains its invisibility. 

We feel that the honosexual 
problem is diminishing and 
that the greater expansion of 
the so-called sexual revolu- 
tion will continue to diminish 
it. 

Meahl: A few days before 
this panel, I heard John Gag- 
non of the Kinsey Institute 
speak in terms of the sexual 
revolution today and he indi- 
cated that, perhaps, it is not 
so much of a revolution as a 
Tevolt and that our talking 
and bringing this out in the 
public is related to what's 
been going on in our society. 


Walmer: — The 
problen is the 
unkappiness that becomes as— 
sociated with individuals who 
are not discreet enough 10 ex- 
ercise their sexuality vithout 
in some way coming in contact 
with forces hostile to it. 

Polak: Even in those cases 
in hich there is no direct 
conflict with the establish- 
nent, the societal pressures 
also take their toll. The ho- 
nosexual generally has 3 neg 
tive self-image because of 
these pressures in the some 
way the Negro has a negative 
self-image because of the s0- 
cletal stigma. The homosexual 
minority ¢iffers rom the Ne~ 
gro minority in one basic way- 
the black man seldom can pas 
for white, while 1 can alnost 
always pass for straight. 

Berger: ‘There vould ‘be no 
difference between Mr. Polak 
and me as to the desirability 
of law reform, but one thing 
that troubles me is vhy can't 
homosexuals forn enduring re~ 
lationships with each other. 
Is that in the nature of the 
thing, do you think? 

Polak: Ir is not thet hono- 
sexuals, as honosexuals, do 
not forn long tem relation 
ships, but that male homosexa- 
als a3 males do not form then. 
Female homosexuals, as fencles, 
go tend to forn more Lasting 
unions than male honasexuals 
But that's fenales for you 
Tf there weren't fenales in 
the hetereseaual relationship, 
you wouldn't have the inci” 
dence of relationship longevi- 
ty there either. 

Males and females, rogard- 
less of their sexual orienta 
tions, are males and fenales 
first. When a male is walking 
down the street - with either 
his girlfriend or his boy- 
friend - he's eyeing everyone

to him. In the 
and lesbian situ- 
ations, the fenale's non-con- 
cern with a variety of sexual 
partners acts as a stabilizing 
influence. 

Blair: Rev. Lee, how do you 
think the church would feel a= 
bout marriages of honosexuals 
to each other? 

Lee: The problem does not 
really 1ie so much with wheth- 
er the church makes up its 
mind to have some manner of 
ceremony whereby tho homosexu~ 
als can have a particular re- 
lationship solennized. The 
problen is what society vill 
so in sllowing the church to 
tolerate these kinds of rela-

tionships. The only question, 
it seens tome, is: Will the 
churches act in'such a way as 


to help renove some of the 
great pressures which discour- 
age long term honosexuel rela- 
tionshizs. This is where the 
issue stands, 


Part Two 
Fron this point on, 
specified otherwise, 
ell questions I ask will be 
questions addressed to the 
panel from members of the au- 
dience. 

The first is addressed to 
Mr. Polak: What is your or- 
ganization's views towards the 
homosexual who aggressively 
and physically accosts hetero- 
sexuals in restrooms and bers? 

Polak: Our organization 
condemns all behavior in which 


Blair: 
unless 


anyone is "agressively accos- 
ted." I imagine, however, the 
point of the question has to 


do with the nore general srea 
of homosexual solicitation of 
unwilling heterosexuals. First 
off, I think the amount of 
this kind of behavior is 
grossly over-rated in the pub- 
lie's mind because it is one of 


@ 


the few types of homosexual 
activity they ever see. The 
bulk of homosexual solicita- 
tions are of one homosexual to 
the other. When confusion 
does arise, responsible adults 
have the right- and the duty- 
to sinply refuse sexual advan- 
ces that are unwanted. Heter— 
osexual wonen do it, they tell 
he, several tines a night when 
they go out on dates with 
their boyfriends. There is no 
Teason that I can see why het- 
erosexval men should not react 
to unwanted advances with as 
much grace. 

Blair: Hore is one | would 
like to answer: "Isn't it a 
question ef the continuation 
Of the species- if ve were all 
homosexual, the race would 
disappear?" 

No one on the panel is advo 
eating that all people could, 
would of should be homosexual” 
ly oriented or practice hono- 
sexuality exclusively. In any 
event, the continuation of the 
species is not quite so rele~ 
vant @ problen as it once was. 
Birth control seens to be a 
nore important issue today, 
‘though no one on the panel is 
advocating homosexuality as 2 
neans of birth control. 

Polak: 1 don't think it 
will ever beat out the pill in 
4 popularity poll. 


Blair: tere is a question 
for Or. Lee: "Does your ref- 
erence to ‘charitable tolera~ 
tion' imply that socdety must 


tolerate a bad thing?” 

Lee: I do not agree that 
homosexuality is a "bad thing” 
which must be tolerated. The 
kind of charitable toleration 
Tam talking ebout takes into 


consideration the circum- 
stances surrounding an indi- 
vidual's life. My attitude 


toward a 16-year-old boy who 
suspects he might be honosexu- 


al would be different from ny 
attitude toward a 40-year-old 
man who has been a homosexual 


all of his life. 

It would be highly unchari- 
table to move in on a person 
and condenn, punish and dis- 
criminate against him - which 
would also intensify the pre 
sures he is facing on the ba- 
sis that we have taken a self 
righteous attitude toward nis 


homosexuality. 1 would say 
that such @ negative stand 
would be totally contrary to 
the Gospel. 


When I talk about toleration 
in this cizcunstance, I find 
it fully within the Biblical 
gradition. 

Polak: More and more church- 
en are adopting similar views 
though when charity is discus- 
sed this way, it always seens 
somewhat patronizing. 

Lee: This clerical orienta~ 
tion gives nobody any reson 
to become benevolent or conde- 
scending . 

Blair: "Dr. Walmer, do you 
try to cure honesexuals?” I 
take thet to mean a change of 
the homosexual orientation to 
a heterosexual orientation. 

Nalmer: As I said carlicr, 
unless an individual indicates 
that he wishes to do something 
in relation to his honosexval- 
ity, 1 would not attenpt to 
alter it. only make a sin- 
cere attempt to help each per- 
son who consults me to achieve 
such a goal as he feels will 
bring himself into better har- 
mony with himself and the s0- 
ciety in which he has to ex- 
ist 

Blair: "should education 
majors, prior to graduation, 
be screened out for honosex~ 
uality?" 

lee: Absolutely not. We 
have @ comparable situation in 
the church when it cones to 


housing clergy for local con- 
gregations. A great amount of 
Giscrimination goes into ex- 
cluding nen who have had pat~ 
terns of previous honosexual 
experience. 

T reply to this, somevhat 
glibly, that the rector or 
pastor’ of the church is no 
more 2 threat to the choir 
boys as some are to the choir 
girls 

Blair: 1 might add that the 
Group for Advancement of Psy- 
chiatry in its study on & 
and the College Student recom- 
mended to college adninistra- 
tors that consensual, private 
homosexual behavior ‘need not 
be the direct concern of a 
college administration. 

Another audience question: 
vWhat is it like for g person 


who realizes he is hemosexu- 
al 
Polak: Often it is hell. 


The phenomenon is called, in 
the parlance, "coming out," 
which is 2 recognition and’ ac- 
ceptance of the fact that you 
are homosexual, 


Coming out is 2 realization 
that you are different from 
your relatives and what often 


appears 2s the total society, 
and the teenager usually feels 
thar he is at active variance 
with society. However, human 
beings are resiliant and we 
Tearn to accommodate ourselves 
to society's pressures in many 
areas. Celebrities learn to 
live cloistered lives in order 
to. gain privacy, and flunking 
out of college is certainly 
snother unpleasant experience, 
but we accommodate ovyselves. 
Slowly, homosexuals come to 
an appreciation of themselves, 
Gevelop a reasonable attitude 
toward their homosexuality and 


live productive, worthwhile 
lives, In general, honosexval 
Tigo is not a great deal dif- 


ferent fron heterosexual 1ife 
and, while - as Freud put it - 
homosexuality is "assuredly no 
advantage "but the disadvan— 
tages cre nowhere as great as 
they are imagined 

Blair: ‘What is the plight 
of the older honosexual?” 

Polak: Several things hap- 
pen when you get older, whe— 
ther you are homosexual or 
heterosexual, For one thing, 
the sexual interests decrease. 
Those who fear aging greatly 
are usvally accusing, errone— 
ously, that their present-day 
sexual interests will. hold 
Steble throughout middte and 
old age. The range of availa- 
ble partners could be linited 
more later in life, but so is 
interest. 

Wie often hear the ayth of a 
sad and lonely old homosexual 


who lives in a garret and is 
almost successful in inkibi~ 
ting his urge to molest little 
boys. This dirty-ole min im- 
age is just another of socie- 
ty's supposed penalties for 
being homosexual. If you are 
homosexual, the booger man 
won't. cone after you and you 


will have sex after 30. 

Aging also brings with it, 
often, a shift in taste levels. 
1 am 28 and T now find the 
conversation level of most 18- 
year-olds trying and unsophis- 
ticated. I an now attracted 
to my own peer group in teras 
of age, social standing, com- 
munity interests, etc. When J 
am 50, T expect to be interes- 
ted in S0-year-olds 

T might also add that the 
heterosexual who hankers after 
18-year-old girls will have 
the same problem at 50 as the 
homosexual will have. 

Blair: "How about the seen 
ing divorce of sex from love 
in homosexual relationships?” 

Polak: it is often true that 


sex can be obteined in homo- 
Sexual life without love. It 
is also true in heterosexual 


life- but there it takes cash. 

Lee: A lot of homosexual 
Literature scons to dwoll on 
the physical~ and so does het- 
erosexual literature- and this 
does raise the question that 
if we are talking about res- 
pectability in sexual matters, 
Me must all cone to grips res- 
ponsibly ond creatively - or 
irresponsibly and destructive- 
ly = with sexuslity. The mor- 
al imperative of how de you 
deal with your sexuality has 
to be faced and it is not o- 
nough for the homosexual just 
to be secure in that he is 
caught only by infection and 
detection, but never concep 
tion. 

Blair: “Is it possible for 
4 person to enjoy homosexual 
and heterosexual relationships 
simultaneously?" I take it the 
questioner moans in the sane 
general tine period. 


Polak: Somo 33% of all per- 
sons have crossed the border 
at one point in their adult 
lives, xhich seems to imply 
that it is possible, but Lf 
we are discussing bisexual- 


ity, which would be a nore or 
less equal sex interest in 
both sexes during the sane 
time period, I would say that 
this type of person is indeed 
lucky, but indeed rare. 


: “Is homosexuality on 
the increase?” 

Polak: The Kinsey figures 
tend to confirm the notion 
that the homosexual population 


has remained at about 108 in 
all history, though I am sure 
that we are becoming nore a- 


ware of homosexuality and that 
homosexuals are more noticable 
in our society today. 

Bleir: Then you would say 
there ig no increase? 


Polak: I think that there 
is no appreciable incrcese. 

Blair: "Do you think that 
there G12 be a day shen the 
homosexual vill be fully soc 
ially and legally accepted in 
society?” 

Polak: No. I feel the laws 
vill all go vithin the next 
few years, but social accept- 
ance is another thing. Ford 
and Beach indicated that no 
society has, inthe past, ever 
fully accepted homosexual be- 
havier and I think it would be 
fair to project fron this that 
homosexuality will not be fud~ 
ly accepted. Parenthet ically, 
heterosexuality has also never 
been fully accopted, either. 

Meahl: I agree that it will 
not be fully accepted, however, 
1 do feel that bringing these 
problens out into the opon in 
Giscussions such as this is 
helping our young people look 
et sex in tems of a health 
entity. It will permit then 
to form reulistic standards 
which will be meaningful in 
terms of the total pattern of 

ife. 


Blair: “can we prevent hono~ 
sexuality?" 

lee: Dr. Hooker wrote ina 
document put our by the Na- 
tional Council of Churches: 
“Even if we use all of the 


knowledge that we have about 
good parental education, and 
even if we have the possibil- 
ity of somehow, miraculously 
transforming ali of the bad 
homes into good hones, and if 

give proper sex education,

I think the question should 


be approached not only in 
terms of the prohibitive sense, 
but also in terms of how do we 
understand it soon enough. It 
is a human phenomenon that is

with the harsh, norali 
punitive and diseriminating 
exclusiveness with which we 


previously treated it. 

Polak: The only way I know 
to discourage honosexuality in 
our society would be to en- 
courage heterosexuality, and 
that concept is so alien to 
our culture that the question 
of attenpting to limit hono- 
sexuil behavior is almost aca 
demic. 

Mechl: You first begin to 
teach @ child about sex as you 
first dress him, or, even, 
fron birth on. If you try to 
instill positive attitudes and 
give affection and acceptance, 
1 think you are likely to e- 
liminate some of the problens 
of sexual maladjustment . 

Berger: In terms of practi- 
cal considerations, the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania does 
not seen ready to accept very 
advanced views, at least not 
legally. Anew’ criminal code 
has been introduced which does 
rot eliminate sodomy as. a 
crime - it just reduces the 
penalty. And this would pos~ 
sibly have sone adverse af- 
fects in that sone judges 
could be more inclined to send 
persons to jail than they are 

Blair: "Micheelangelo, Walt 
Whitman, Oscar Wilde and Son- 
erset Maugham all were hono- 
sexuals as have been many o- 
ther great wen in history. Is 
there any connection here? 

Polak: Unfortunately, 
The only correlation that ex- 
ists between greatness and ho- 
mosexuality is that great men 
have generally been freer co 
express themselves and thereby 
let the fact of their homosex- 
uality become known. To be 
sure 10% of all great men have 
been and are homosexual, but 


no. 


0 are 10% of all the scoun- 
dreis, 

Blair: We have time for one 
final question: "What possible 
outlet is available for the 
frustrated Penn State male ho- 
mosexual student?" 

Polak: Bosides other Penn 
State male homosexuals, 1 can 
only suggest that you complete 
this phase of your education 
and nove to a larger city. It 
is standard for small towns to 
be exceptionally frustrating 
to homosexuals and other per- 
sons of somewhat unusual int- 
erests and it is equally stan- 
dard for small-town folk to 
Bove to big towns where the 
possibility for outlet is cor— 
respondingly higher. 

So moving, however, will 
not autonatically solve all 
of your problens for there is 
@ great deal of frustration, 
sexual and social in all of 
life, though the homosexual 's 
sexual frustration is often 
quite high. The number of or- 
gasms for male heterosexuals, 
with partners, is about 3.4 4 
Week; the number of orgasms 
for ‘male homosexuals, again 
with partners, is about 1.2 a 
Week, or about one-third of 
that for heterosexuals. To 
complete the picture, the ho- 
nosexual has the highest mast— 
urbatory rate of all groups of 
nales, including adolescents - 
and you know how high the mas— 


turbatory rate is for adoles- 
cents 

Blair: For over an hour we 
have been considering several 


perplexing facets of homosexu- 
ality, More than ever we ap- 
preciate the sense of Dr. tars 
Ullersten's comment: "Very 
little is known of the causes 
of homosexuality, and of homo~ 
sexuals' physical and psychic- 
al traits in general. This 
lack of knowledge appears in 


sure 
rend 
ters." 
Though we've made sone prog 
ress in our understanding of 
homosexuality since the days 
when its source was traced to 
the drinking of tea and the 
pernicious influence of Teali- 
an opera, perhaps Ke have not 
moved so fer that we cannot 
agree with Freud, who, in 1935. 
in a sympathetic letter to an 
american mother of a honosexu- 
al son, wrote: "Honosoxuality 
is assuredly no advantage, but

and falsity, or in’lucidity, 
generosity, and freedon."

Winston Reynolds 
in Greece 


If you go to Greece looking 
for the glorious, golden- 
haired youth of the Age of 
Pericles, you are going to be 
sadly disappointed. The aver- 
age Greek boy of today bears 
little, if any, resemblance to 
those of his’ heritage, but 
they are still bright, cheer- 
ful and, often, extremely per 
sonable. 

Settle for that. 

In all of Greece, especially 
Athens, the comercial hustler 
15. prominent, but there are 
none of the dangers noted with 


his Portugese counterpart. 
‘The Athenian hustler is out to 
make a drachna or two, and 


he'll tell you the price right 
Off, usually about $6 to $10. 


Don't pay it! Tell him it 
is too high and walk away. 
Chances are, unless business 


48 brisk, he'll come around to 
what you offer. That should 
be 50 to 100 drachnas or abour 
$1.65 to $3.35 in American 
currency . 

The problem, again, is not 
how much but’ where’ to go.

It is as direct 
as the shower ploy or as sub- 
tle as a disguised football 
gane. When farl Stanley Gar- 
dener wrote: “Locking a man up 
doesn't deprive him of scx, 
only of uomen," he spoke suc- 
cinctly and with the authority 
of @ noted penologist and au- 
thor. 

The United States Disciplin- 
ary Barracks (USDB) at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas, is not a 
usual prison, Although part 
of the Federal prison systea, 
it houses only Army and Air 
Force prisoners whe have been 
sentenced to 8 year or nore by 
a court-nertiel. The USDB hes 
special qualities that make it 
unique: the average age of 
‘the prison population is the 
early 20's and the average 
stay is 13 months. It is, 
however, fron s wider vantage 
point that we view this insti- 
tution and that is as 3 part 
of the total Federal prison 
system which neintains consis- 
tant policies for 211 Federal 
prisons, including Leavenworth, 

Sexy Sport 

State and local prisons vary 
fron one another, but the sane 
observations hold true, appar- 
ently, for ali penal institu- 
tions. Kinsey found that fron 


38% to 858 of prison popula- 
tions engage in homosexual
